THE PLATFORM: 

Wuereas, The liquor traffic is justly 
charged with organized and rebellious 
opposition to existing statutes; with the 
merciless oppression of thousands of in- 
nocent women and children; with nefari 
ous attempts to dcbauch the morals of 
our youth; therefore we call upon all good 
citizens to renounce allegiance to the 
party allies of that traffic, and to unite 
with us for the extirpation of this odious 
cause of crime, disorder, social disinte- 
gration and abounding misery. 

1. We reverently recognize the supreme 
authority of Almighty God, whose laws 
should be the basis of all human law. 

2. The manufacture, importation, 
transportation and sale of intoxicating 
beverages ought to be prohibited by con- 
stitutional and statutory law, and penal- 
ties adequate to render such law 
thoroughly effective, should be affixed. 

8. To aid, abet, or in any way assist the 
drink traffic, either by signing peti- 
tions for license, signing saloon 
bonds, leasing property for saloon pur- 
poses, or voting for men for office who 
favor license, is to become accessory to 
the continuation of the liquor business, 
and to be sbarers in the guilt of its re- 
sults. 

4. Prohibition, to be completely effectu- 
al, must be backed by a party uncondi- 
tionally committed to its enforcement. 

5. Recognizing the Christian sabbath 
as of priceless value for economic 
as well as religious considerations, 
we favor the enactment and 
enforcement of such laws as shall secure 
its benefits to all our citizens. 

6. We believe the equal right of all 
good citizens to equal suffrage is inali- 
enable, and that all the best interests of 
our country suffer from the withholding 
of this right from woman. 

7. We heartily endorse the W. C. T. U., 
of the State and Nation, and pledge our 
support in their effort to secure a law 
making scientific temperance instruction 
obligatory in all the States and Territor- 
ies. 

8. We affirm our allegiance to our party

men killed by railroad trains. 
The first inquest was heid on Friday 
evening at Lang, on the body of James 
Oscar, a tramp aged about 30 or 35 years. 
He had a sandy moustache and reddish 


hair. Upon his body was found a little 
memorandum book, in which appeared the 
name of James Oscar, gardener, Charles- 
ton, South Carolina. It contained a rec- 
ommendation signed by Mrs. P. McCurrie, 
Mrs. J. Haddon and Mrs. J. Krater, of 
Joliet, Iil., dated April 21, 1886, giving 
the bearer, though his name was 
not mentioned, a good character as a 
gardener. Is is presumed that this 
man was a discharged convict, who 
had beaten his way across the continent, 
and was on his return trip. The body 
was buried one mile this side of Langs, 
near the place where the accident hap- 
pened. 

The Coroner then proceeded to Alpine, 
aud yesterday morning held an inquest 
on the second victim, two and a half 
miles this side of Alpine. In this case 
the deceased was a young man, apparently 
17 or 18 years of age. He had light hair, 
blue eyes and nice white hands, which 
showed no signs of hard iabor. The ma- 
terial of his clothes was good, the sack 
coat being of brown cheviot. There were 
no papers on the body by which the de- 
ceased could be identified. Conductor 
Phillips, of the south-bound passenger 
express, on Friday, was the first to dis- 
cover the remains, which were al- 
ready cold, and had them removed to 
one side of the track. After the inquest 
this body was buried under a little Jani- 
per tree, right near the place where the 
boy had lost his life. E 

Proceeding on to Lancaster Dr. McFar- 
land held an inquest on the body of a mu- 
latto, who was discovered on the 3rd 
aboat four miles 1 oe Lancaster, by 3 
party of tramps. They notified the sec- 
tion boss that they had found the dead 
body under a bridge, and the remains 
were removed to the metropolis of Ante- 
lope valley. The dead man appeared to 
have been about 25 to 30 years of age. 
There were no papers about him, In this 
case it was believed that the man had been 
shot, but a postmortem examination 
showed that he had died from being run 
over. He had been dragged about 
200 yards by the cars and 
it was only on reaching the trestle 
that his body had dropped in the gully 
below. He was buried at Lancaster. Mr. 
Garrett, of Garrett & Neitzke, under- 
takers, went along with the Coroner and 
attended to the burial of all the deceased. 

All the killed men were tramps coming 
this way. They were all terribly cut and 
mangled. All had been riding brake- 
beams, and all were killed by the same 
train, which was freight train No. 23, 
bound this way. That nothing of any 
value was found upon the bodies is sup- 
posed to be because other tramps stole 
whatever there may have been worth tak- 
ing upon them. Notone cent of money, 
or any other thing than the little book 
previously mentioned, and an old razor, 
were found on the bodies. Ooroner Mo- 
Farland said that there are lots of tramps 
on the road, traveling either way.
